When children are learning to talk they usually stammer. That is be- 


cause they are learning a new process. They were not born with the 
power to talk, to think in terms of words, to express their ideas in 
speech. They came with only the rudiments of speech power. They had 
to grow the necessary mechanism and then learn to use it. 


That is a tremendous undertaking. It is no wonder that thc children 


have to go slowly, feeling their way in this difficult task of learning 
language.

How Love Develops 


Whenever we meet a person who

If he or she continues to 
make us feel "more delighted with 
ourselves" on subsequent meetings, 
we soon develop a strong fondness 
for him.

THE RIGHT TO BANISH ALIENS 
When the Russian born Wiener, an of- 


ficer of the American Communistic Parly, 
wa= recently found guilty by a juiy m 
Federal Court, the judge sentenced him to 
a term in prison and then added, ''I shall 
recommend that you be returned to the 
country of your birth of which jou aie 
Still a citizen." 


It is to be noted that the judge could 


merely recommend. 
He has no authority 


to return this alien to the dark shores from. 
whence he sailed. The courts in this coun- 
try are powerless to tear the 
reptiles 


from our breast. 
And thereby hangs a 


tale which has to do with the insane strug- 
gle for power in this country. 


Congress would not give the courts 


authority to send aliens guilty of crime 
beyond our borders. It looked upon this 
power as a political plum and invested 
the jurisdiction in the Department of La- 
bor, about the last place under the sun it 
should be. 


Were this authority with the courts it 


•would be exercised in the usual orderly 
and business like manner, continually de- 
pending upon the evidence that was pro- 
duced. But -when vested in some unjudi- 
cial arm of the government it may be 
exercised in conformity with the day by 
day attitude towards the wild men who 
swing over our borders perfectly satisfied 
that America's head is pretty soft. 


It is notable that out of the tens of 


thousands who should be deported a de- 
portation is a rare exception. It is almost 
a cinch that anyone sent out of the coun- 
try must be devoid of the slightest bit of 
political pull. If he has pull the dillying 
and dallying that takes place is the re- 
sult of the mumbling and bumbling of- 
fered in his behalf. 


At the same time insofar as appear- 


ances are concerned -we have a law that 
permits deportation of alien undesira- 
bles, criminals and men of violence. And 
the law generally satisfies the Legion and 
other decent organizations which try to 
look after the welfare of the country.

ness when there is neither purpose nor 
desire to enforce it.

Ho also knows 
that war creates dictatorships of various 
degrees, even in countries that were dem- 
ocratic before, and his primary concern 
is to devise a plan to prevent the forces of 
autarchy, regimentation and economic to- 
talitarianism fr^m gaining world control 
after the war. 


The proposals he has been relaying to 


other governments, neutrals and belliger- 
ents alike, are not expected to obtain uni- 
versal or immediate response. Such na- 
tions as nazi Germany and red Russia 
are not likely to be sympathetic. The sec- 
retary's hope is to gain the cooperation 
of a sufficient number of nations to form 
a sizeable bloc that will be ready to put a 
program into operation immediately after 
hostilities cease. 


Even if as hoped the United States is 


not drawn into another conflict the prob- 
lems of economic readjustment under post- 
war conditions will concern us directly. 
And a spread of economic regimentation 
and dictatorship, of trick currency, bar- 
ter and exchange and other practices in- 
dulged in under totalitarian trade con- 
cepts would be inestimably damaging to 
American interests. 


Washington said "in time of peace pi o 


pare for war." It is equally important to 
prepare for peace in time of wai. In fact 
it is lack of preparation for peace that 
has caused peace to be so short-lived. 


3IORE SCHOOLING 


The belief of many that we are suf- 


feur.g from an abundance of "educated 
fool»" is not necessarily disputed by the 
recommendations which have just come 
from a committee of teachers selected by 
the National Education association 
and 


the Arneiium Association of School Ad- 
ministrators to formulate a new American 
fcchool progiam. 


The phrase '"educated fools,'' for which 


even leacheis will admit there is basis, 
applies to students who are unfit for col- 
lege or university but who attend anyway 
because their parents can afford it and it 
offers a pleasant social life. The recom- 
mendations of the teachers committee ap- 
ply largely to children who, the commit- 
tee says, should have at least 10 years 
of free schooling. 


The committee believes every 
child 


should finish junior high school at least, 
and recommends 
further that free col- 


lege or university training should be made 
available to every student of superior abil- 
ity who wants to go even though his fam- 
ily is unable to finance it; that the federal 
government should increase educational 
appropriations as its finances improve; 
and that vocational education should be 
expanded to a point where boys and ghls 
will leave school ready to enter produc- 
tive jobs. 


Nowhere in these recommendations is 


there any suggestion that higher education 
should be offered any student who is not 
capable of assimihatmg it. Instead, the 
emphasis is placed on the earlier stages 
of educaMon and on vocational training. 


A fact which furnishes strong argu- 


ment to support the recommendations is 
that in the midst of this era of unem- 
ployment there is actually a great short- 
age of workers in many fields. The ma- 
jority of the nine million jobless in the 
United States are unskilled. The need for 
more skilled workers has frequently been 
emphasized by both labor unions and em- 
ployers. 


An expanded vocational training would 


undoubtedly mean fewer unemployed in 
the future.

his family. Hopson also set up a tax service, 
an accounting service and a purchasing ser- 
vice, and the subsidiary companies paid huge 
fees for these services.

In other words, apart from the question of candidates, 


which cannot be settled until the two major parties meet 
in convention this summer, the Democratic party must be 
regarded for the present as the "majority" party and the 
Republicans as the1 "minority" party in the country as a 
whole.

This latest measurement of political sentiment is based 


on personal interviews with more than 18,000 U. S. voters 
who were asked: "Which party would you like to see win 
the Presidential election this year?" The results show that 
55 per cent of those with opinions on the question want 
the Democrats to win, while 45 per cent want the Republi- 
cans to win. One person in six said he was undecided or 
had no opinion.
